Mayor Mott this morning signed the ordinance offering to sell 


a franchise to construct, maintain and operate a telephone system 
in the City of Oakland. The signing of the ordinance practically 
insures t^e installation of the automatic plant of the Home Com- 
pany of Alameda county within the next year. The next step will 
be the bidding for the franchise on the evening of December 4 in 
the Council chambers. The Home Company has made a guarantee 
to bid at least $20,000 for the privilege of installing .their system. 


Mayor Mott, in giving his reasons for .signing the ordinance,

WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH; 


OTHERS MENACED 


Heroic Rescue From Flames—Fam- 


ily Saved, by the Cry 


of a Babe 


. Death, carrying a flaming torch, 


passed over Oakland last night, with 
the result that two homes were visited 
J>y fire, which claimed one victim and 
almost another. 


A third tragedy, the asphyxiation of 


an.entire family by gas, was narrowly 
averted by. the cry of a babe. 


The victim of the flre was Mrs. Sara 


Comerford,' aged 75 years, residing at 
813 Seventeenth street. She was help- 
less and Infirm and could not appar- 
ently aid herself after the blaze started. 


Mrs. Margaret Nolan, aged SO years, 


residing at 913 Seventh street, 
was 


saved from a similar death by the'he- 
roic work of Fred Reajy, who rescued 
her from her home after a lamp ex- 
ploded. 


The family of O. M. Bennett, resid- 


ing' at the corner of Shattuck Avenue 
and Delaware street, was saved from 
suffocation by gas by the crying o£ a 
young baby, which awakened 
the 


father. 


FIRE BREAKS OUT. 


Fire broke out In the home of Mrs. 


Comerford about 9 o'clock. The blaze 
was discovered by William King, who 
resides at 811 Seventeenth street. He 
gave the alarm just in time to save 
his own dwelling, which was badly 
scorching by the flames from the Com- 
erford home.

that It Is possible that the shock oC 
finding her home on flre may .have pos- 
sibly -caused the old lady's heart io 
cease beating.

Mrs. 
Comerford was very well-to-do 


and had considerable rrioney. The the- 
ory has been advanced that possibly 
some one fired the place to conceal .a 
crime, but this theory is not supported 
by facts. In the first place Mrs. Com- 
erford kept her money in three banks, 
and never had any considerable amount 
of money In the house. In the second 
place, the house was In the same condi- 
tion that Mrs. Comerford left It on re- 
tiring.

After fighting the flames for half an' 


hour, the flre department had it under 
control, but the' adjoining buildings 
were somewhat damaged. 


The woman who met such a terrible 


death leaves a daughter and a son, Mrs. 
Sam Webster of Petaluma, and Philip 
Comerford, a lay brother in the School 
of Christian Brothers at San Rafael. 
Two nephews. Dr. William O'Rourke 
and John O'Rourke, survive her.

He spoke to them with his 


usual bluntness, and told them plainly 
that some of their demands would be 
granted, while the granting of others 
was Impossible. Count Witte Informed 
his vislors that a. law permitting great- 
er freedom of meetings than allowed 
by the laws of Italy and Austria-Hun, 
gary and providing for freedom of the 
press had already been 
elaborated. 


Martial law on the railroads, he said, 
was an anarchronism which should, be 
abolished. The demand for a constit- 
uent assembly, the count said, could 
not be realized, nor could universal 
suffrage be admitted, as all the peo- 
ple were not prepared to exercise the 
right of franchise. In this connection 
the count spoke of" the power wielded 
by capital In America, where universal 
suffrage existed. He thought it possi- 
ble to meet the demands for an eight- 
hour day, especially for outdoor work- 
ers, and warmly favored the general 
measure advocated with the view to 
improving the condition of the work- 
ingman, especially in the 
way of 


schools, hospitals, etc. 


FEAR BLOODSHED. 


Count Witte warned the deputation 


that a .continuation of the strike could 
only result in bloodshed, . either 
by 


compelling the 
interference 
of the 


military, or by the famine 
stricken 


populace of the cities turning upon the 
strikers. 
' 


"Remember," he said, "the govern- 


ment may fall, but with It you will per- 
ish also by playjng Into the hands of 
the bourgeoise you are fighting." 


In conclusion, Count Witte advised 


the men to return to work, but his ad- 
vice was howled down, and the resolu- 
tion to .strike was adopted. 


MUST HAVE FUNDS. 


Prince Hilkoff believes that the strike 


cannot be prolonged, as the men are 
without funds. 
Besides this, he de- 


clares, It Is Impossible for the men to 
realize their dream of tying'up all.the 
railroads simultaneously. With the as- 
sistance of the railroad battalions, some 
trains, the prince says, will be run. 


Some of the revolutionary leaders 


here declare the present strike la sim- 
ply a test of strength as a prelude to 
a complete strike 
of all the social 


groups. 


MUCH EXCITEMENT. 


There was considerable excitement 


today at all the railroad stations which 
are In possession of troops. 
Not a 


train departed. The railroad battalions 
were called out and an attempt will 
be made to man a train to Moscow and 
the frontier tomorrow. Collisions are 
feared. 
Great crowds assembled 
at 


the Moscow station, and gendarmes In- 
terfered twice to restore order, 
but 


there was no bloodshed. 


The leaders of the strikers on the 


Moscow and Warsaw lines, after a con- 
sultation, have planned a -big meeting 
for October 27. 


There are 400,000 railway employes 


In the empire, and their average wage 
is 5140 per annum. 


The Minister of Railroads has order- 


ed that an allowance of $1 per dayjfpr. 
(food be made In case of first-class'pas- 
'sengers who are detained en route, and 
fifty cents be allowed to second class, 
and twenty-five cents to third class 
passengers. 


This afternoon's reports

western system, covering the territory 
south from Kief toward Odessa.

Cheat Your Partner Politics in 
flaryland 


Isador Raynor, Arthur Pue Gorman's Democratic colleague 


in the Senate, has added to the -gaiety of the Maryland campaign 
by coming out flatfooted in a broadside against the Poe amend- 
ment to the State constitution. TJje Poe amendment was framed 
to disfranchise the great body of colored voters. It is the fruit of 
Senator Gorman's policy, and its adoption has been made the chief 
issue in the campaign, povernor Warfield and Attorney Genefal 
Bryan, both Democrats,'placed themselves on record against it at 
the time the Legislature voted to submit it to the electorate. Now 
Senator Raynor has joined them in denouncing the amendment in 
an address which roasts the Gorman machine to a crackling. 


It is noteworthy that Mr. Raynor gives the same ground for 


opposition as that stated by .Secretary Bonaparte, who is leading 
the Republican fight against the amendment. It is that regis- 
tration will be placed in the hands of a political cabal, having power 
to refuse or give registration, to many thousands of native and for- 
eign born white voters. 


Nobody seems to care whether the negroes are disfranchised or 


not. Everybody seems to be trying to protect the illiterate white 
voter, which \vould indicate that there is a good deal of demagogy 
in the campaign. The fight against the Gorman machine is all 
right, but a struggle that has no higher incentive than objecting to 


( the disfranchisement of illiterate black men because illiterate white 


men will be disfranchised, also! has small claim to an honest man's 
sympathy. 


If white and black men are alike to be deprived of the ballot 


-because they are ignorant and illiterate, well and good—there is no 
harm done. If there, is no race discrimination in the amendment, 
as- Senator Raynor and .Secretary Bonaparte admit by direct in- 
ference,-then it is justifiable. 


• But the Democratic, orators and organs with Senator Gorman 


at their head specifically declare that the purpose of the amendment 
is to disfranchise negroes, not whites. 


Instead of meeting them on this issue Secretary Bonaparte and 


Senator Raynor declare the ;-nendment is intended to disfranchise 
thousands of whites. They appear as the defenders of the illiterate 
white voter. 


It is true they try to confuse their attitude b}r asserting that 


the discretionary power lodged in boards of registration will be em- 
ployed unjustly by the Gorman machine for partisan and factional 
-purposes, but this is largely humbug; it is more of a bugbear than 
anything else, put to the front to^obscure the fact that the Republi- 
cans of Maryland and the.Democratic opponents of Gorman have 
'fled from the issue of disfranchisement along race lines flaunted in 
their faces by the Bourbon Democracy under the leadership of 
Gorman. 
. 


The Bourbons of Maryland have frankly stated their position 


-and given notice of their design. ' Raynor and. Bonaparte have 
treated the issue presented by their adversaries with evasion and 
"subterfuge, and have inferentially placed themselves in the attitude 
of saying that black illiterates must not be disfranchised if \vhite 
illiterates are to be disfranchised .also. 


It is not a respectable position. It is not even honest—for, 


leaving aside the injustice it implies.to colored voters, it smacks of 
faking and fajss pretense, because it raises a false issue of fact re- 


• garding- the white man and inferentially opposes educational quali- 
-fication of the franchise. ,

The Artful Dodger Ruse 


Behind its furious dodder, its shrieking invective and its im- 


pudent blustlrT the megaphone of the telephone monopoly 
dimly 


realizes the shame of its position, and that its swaggering, bullying 
attempts to dragoon the Council and the Mayor into surrendering 
'the public interests to the Sunset Company has exposed it to pop- 
ular derision and contempt. Having {ailed to deceive the people 
or frighten the officials, it is trying to cover its discomfiture, by ir- 
relevant twaddle and characteristic aspersions. 


.Feeling the necessity 6f creating diversion, ii naturally, finds 


the familiar expedient of the Artful Dodger in'Oliver Twist both 
congenial and apropos. Clapping the swag in .his breedies after 
picking a pocket, that able young villain shouted'"Stop thief 1" at 
an innocent person and thus diverted the hue and cry from himself. 


The trick is an old one; it has frequently proved successful— 


but in the present instance the real culprit has been detected in the

Enquirer may recall that the Artful Dodger, for all his cunning 
and adroitness in shifting the odium of his infamy to others,^ was 
finally hanged for the impenitent, Unblushing thief that hd was. 


As for the telephone issue, no amount of villification, special 


pleading and irrelevant excursion can obscure the fact that' the 
megaphone, after remaining silent for weeks, suddenly burst into 
the arena at the last moment with a hectoring demand that the 
Sunset monopoly be allowed to continue undisturbed .for the next 
thirty-seven years. 


First, it contended for all sorts of restrictions on the new 


franchise, ignoring the fact that there are no restrictions on the 
Sunset's franchise. The megaphone argued that the Council 'should 
fix and regulate the rates of the new company, although the Council 
has no power to fix or regulate the rates of the old company. 


Next the megaphqne insisted that the new franchise should be 


limited to twenty-five years in the face of the fact that the Sunset's 
franchise has yet thirty-seven years to run.. The Sunset has a plant 
in complete working order, according to the statements of its offi- 
cers, while it will require three years and nearly a million dollars' in- 
vestment to enable the new company to fully compete. 


Finally, the Enquirer was driven to the expedient of arguing 


that competition was bad in principle; that the people are served 
better and more cheaply by monopoly than by competitive enter- 
prises. It was driven at last to contending that while the telephone 
service is bad and the charges excessive the people had better sub- 
mit to the abuses for the next thirty-seven years rather than permit 
another company to serve them better. 


Comment is unnecessary. The record tells its own story, and

The New Oerman Tariff 


' The new German tariff which has'just gone into effect heavily 


increases' the duty on meats and breadstufifs imported from Amer- 
ica. 
On pork and bacon the increase is 80 per cent and on wheat, 


36 per cent. This must inevitably largely enhance the cost of liv- ; 
ing, already high in comparison with former years. In its efforts j 
to promote the interests of theVlandowners, .largely composed ofj 
hereditary nobles, the German government is pinching the stomachs 
of the vast army of poor people employed in the manufacturing 
industries. Germany is enabled to manufacture, cheaply because | 
wages are low, but when the price of food is forced up artificially j 
demands for higher wages are certain to follow. If they are not! 
granted, the stamina and productive capacity of the working class-j 
es are sure to decline. An underfed people cannot compete indus-j 
trially or in War with" a well-fed one. Already meat is becoming a j 
scarcity and a luxury on the tables of German workihgmen. A 
consular report says:

"It appears, from imperial statistics that the wholesale price 


of hogs, live weight, is now above 14 cents a 'pound, while fat oxen 
of inferior quality bring about 15 cents a pound, live weight. 
Fat 


cattle of superior quality are still higher. In the Berlin 
meat 


stores freslvp'ork now sells* at retail at 24 cents a pound, beef steaks 
and roast brings 351^ cents, veal brings 35 cents and mutton 28*4 
cents. These prices are prohibitive to the working classes and the 
complaints are loud and continuous." 
^ 


This report was made anterior to the going into effect of the 


new German tariff. In all probability the prices quoted will con- 
siderably enhance if they have not already done so. Much priva- 
tion and hardship must;inevitably ensue. Nor .will be the suffer- 
ings of urban workingnien be compensated for in any appreciable 
degree by benefits to farm laborers. Land is monopolized in Ger- 
many, and the additional profits that will accrue to agriculture from 
the new tariff will be absorbed by the owners and not by the actual i 
tillers'of the soil, the vast majority of whom are tenants or wage I 
laborers. ,Agricultural labor is poorly paid 
in Germanyr-more 


poorly paid, even, than artisans and factory operatives—and the 
tariff increasing the price of food will not appreciably advance its 
compensation. 


The Kaiser's policy of 'fostering the agrarian interests at the 


expense of the artisan class does not harmonize with his efforts to 
build up Germdn manufactures, which must inevitably be reacted 
on by the increased cost of living. When England went in for 
manufacturing supremacy she abolished all laws that; made food 
artificially dear. Germany is making food artificially dear at a time 
when she is striving to expand her manufactures and extend the 
market for them in foreign countries. 'It is a contradictory policy, 
arid one that is likely to increase the Social Democratic sentiment 
so rife in the industrial centers of the empire. Swelling land pro- 
fits by adding to the burdens and privation of the poor is not cal- 
culated to foster a spirit of loyalty to the reigning house or still 
the political agitation against the imperial system.

the original schedule had been aban- 
doned and no new schedule would be 
arranged.

Should the special arrive In Omaha 


at the time the Northwestern people 
have been asked to pick it up, the run 
from the coast to that point will- have 
been made In thirty-eight hours, or 
at aa average rate of 49.7 miles an 
hour. This will necessitate the spe- 
cial making an .average of 66.5 miles 
from Ogden to Omaha. This run In- 
cludes the climb over Sherman pass 
at an altitude of about 8,000 feet, but 
from Cheyenne to Omaha there Is a 
down-hill stretch of the best track and 
roadbed in the country.

Shorts 
thinks* Stanford's team work Is better, 
but-sees great possibilities in California's 
individual men. He says: 
"From what I saw of the two teams as 


our team played them, I think that if the 
game were played today Stanford would 
win, but there is a great possibility for.- 
the -Berkeley men to develop. Lanagan'* 
team plays together better, but the Berk- 
eley men are better Individually. I never 
saw a finer bunch of football material 
than Is at Berkeley, and If they can be 
made to play together they will sweep 
all before them. 
"Their defense Is better than Stan- 
ford's, but they are not so strong on the 
offensive. The two styles of play that we 
had to contend with are entirely different. 
The-Berkeley men are craftier and make 
use of all ktods of plays. They use fake 
plays and end runs and attack every 
point In their opponent's line, while over 
at Stanford it was altogether different. 
Only a few simple plays were directed 
against the Oregon line. Split tackle 
bucks on the tackle positions were about 
all that we had to meet. They tried but 
one fake, which was a loss to them. 
But the tackles at Berkeley are able to 
meet anything that may be directed 
against them. 
"The play at Stanford Is known and 
ought to be met successfully for that 
reason, while the system at Berkeley will 
be varied Stanford, has the advantage 
in knowing thoroughly her own .game, 
while over at Berkeley the system has. 
been changed so much in the lost two or 
three years that the men do not worK 
so well together. In my judgment, the 
game between Stanford and Berkeley is 
mybody's. 
"I am sorry that we losi tiio game at 
Stanford, but it could not be heloed. In 
30th games the men showed up better 
•ban I expected and I am 
mightily 
pleased. 
Our team work was not as 
rood as it will be in a few days more.

ETABLEAU IS BROUGHT 


TO HOSPITAL 


Disappeared From Alameda and 


Located in Central America 


-His History 


ALAMEDA, October 25.—The bringing 


of .Eugene Etableau. formerly of thisl 
city, from the County Infirmary yester- 
day afternoon to the Receiving Hospital 
to await examination on a charge of In- 
sanity, recalls Etableauls ^strange career, 
as full of adventure ae a modem boo'c of 
fiction. 


Fearing the consequences of a sup- 


posed crime, when he accldently shot a 
companion, Etableau fled from this city 
when a youth, and for nearly thirty years 
he was lost to his family and friends. He 
was finally discovered In South America, 
and brought back, a missing heir, to .this 
city, where he came into a small fortune, 
which he.subsequently squandered. 


Self-expatriated, Etableau 
learned to 


speak the Spanish language like a na- 
tive, and 
almost 
forgot the English 


tongue and the land of his birth. He Is 
a man who forgot his country.

That they were saved from death 
was due, Bennett believes, to the crying ' 
of the baby which awakened him In time 
to turn off the gas Jet and open the win- 
dows before the deadly gas overcame 
them.

As 
the gas in the bed-room Is operated by 
an electric lighter, Bennett Is of the opin- 
ion that In turning it off his hand, must 
hav« struck the gas cock on the fixture 
and. as it is very loose. It mglht easily 
have been thrown half open without at- 
tracting hie attention. 


Upon retiring after quieting the baby 
Bennett almost Instantly fell asleep. 'He 
does not know how long It was after the 
time he lay down when he heart a faint 
cry from the baby. Partially overcome 
by the gas. which then filled the room 
Bennett did not at first heed the cry of 
the child. A second time, however, and 
he got up only to fall back on the bed 
from weakness and nausea caused by the 
isas. 
Arousing himself again Bennett 
managed to reach the window, which h» 
threw wide open. He then, after much 


I effort, reached the gas jet and- turned 
It off. 
Even after opening the windows and 
doors It was some time before Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Bennett began to feel better. 
The 
baby, although, made ill by the gas, ap- 
parently suffered less than its parents, 
both of whom felt the effects of the gas 
all day yesterday. Bennett declares that 
but for the crying of the child, he and his

STRICT RULES REGARDING SHIP- 


MENT WILL BE EN- 


FORCED. 


CHICAGO. October 25.—Stringent rules 


regarding the shipment of explosives will 
be enforced by all the railroads next year, 
as the result of recommendations made 
yesterday by a special committee oE tho 
American Hallway Association, now in 
session here. 


Evidence secured 
by the 
committee 


showed that 346,000,000 pounds of ex- 
plosives are manufactured annually In the 
United States, nearly all of which Is 
transported by the railroads. 
The numerous accidents which have 
happened in the handling of explosives by 
railways Is said to be due to the fact 
that the material was not properly packed 
and marked. 
A large amount of explosive stuK has, 


been billed as ordinary merchandise, it is 
alleged, to, cut down freight expenses, the 
rate on explosives being double the rate 
on first-class freight. 
The standing committee of the associa- 
tion on "train rules" made a recom- 
mendation that all the railroads should 
adopt what is known as the "hoop" sys- 
tem for handling orders to the engineers 
regarding the passing of other trains. 
The system is in use on the Erie and 
several other roads and 
obviates 
the 
necessity of stopping trains in order to 
deliver orders.

In- 
creasingly prudent spirit. • Interest rates 
at New York, London, Paris and Berlin 
have practically doubled since the open- 
ing o£ September, and the various In- 
ternational money markets are showing 
a disposition to increase their supplies of 
gold at the expense of each other. Bank 
reserves at New York are at the lowest 
point sdthin a dozen years, save In one 
or two momentary periods ; while reserves 
of the great foreign banks are also lower 
than usual and their managers openly 
recognize the necessity for caution. 


WORLD-WIDE 
POLICY. 


What is the reason Cor this world-wide 


policy o£ prudence at a time when the 
business horizon seems cloudless and till 
other signs point to continued Jalr weath- 
er? 
Simply this: that the demand for 


capital has outrun the supply; reserves 
are depleted, and it is. at last evident 
that new Important 
requirements can 


only be met at the expense of those less 
urgent. 
The world has been turning 


floating capital into fixed form, too rap- 
idly, and the only course open is to wait 
for suitable readjustment, either until Jfl 
flows back into its actual reservoirs 
— the 
Banks — or 
else 
through 
the 


unwelcome 
process 
of 
liquidation. 


Of 
course 
the 
chief 
reason 
for 


tlus state of stringency Is the unparal- 
leled and 
universal business 
activity, 


which, while most conspicuous in the 
United States, extends also to Great Brit- 
ain, 
France, Germany and other great 


commercial nations. Added to these de-. 
mands for money, which have been ma- 
terially augmented by the high level of 
values, are the effects of the Boer and 
KuESO-Ja-panese wars. 
These conflicts 


have wasted hundreds of millions of cap- 
ital, which can now be fairly measured. 
"by the" enormous national bond issues 01 
the lost few years. 
Very likely these 


drains upon the floating supply of. capi- 
tal could have been met without difficulty 
had it not been for the extraordinary ac- 
tivity of business; but tha senstttvenecs 
of the various money markets to current 
operations connected with the .Japanese 
loan and the preparations for another 
large Russian loan demonstrates that the 
world's money markets are at present 
unable to respond, to .any further large 
demands of this sort. In all such periods 
as the present, legitimate business de- 
mands insist upon the first consideration, 
and speculative commitments have to- be 
set asido or postponed. This is as' it 
should be, although the consequences are 
apt to be uncomfortable wherever over- 
speculation exists. Fortunately, the gen- 
eral financial situation is sound. Weak 
spots could no doubt be exposed here and 
there in the course of liquidation, but no 
great overdoing is lilcely to be discovered 
so far as can be ascertained through cur- 
rent developments. It Is extremely for- 
tunate that no hints of tmsoundnesa in 
our great Ufa insurance companies have 
come to the surface during the recent 
melancholy disclosures ; 
which revealed 


extravagance and gross Impropriety in 
management, 
but 
no 
impairment of 


financial strength. 


STOCK MARKET. 


The stock market must, of course, be 


chiefly Influenced' by . existing monetary 
conditions. It is very evident that" little 
money can be had for conducting a bull 
campaign for some time to come, or when 
many, stocks. are soiling at record-breaii- 
Ing prices. In fact, It Is more than like- 
ly that some of the funds now employed 
In carrying stocks will have to be with- 
drawn for the purpose of tailing cars, of 
regular business. Nor should the unusual 
temptation for profit-taking be forgotten. 
The United States still leads in. point of 
business activity! but, thanks to the cable 
and the steamship, other nations ere 
having an ample share of prosperity, nnd 
the wider its extent the greater its per- 
manence. In our case a succession of 
good crops appears to have been tha chief 
stimulus, though national growth and the 
progress of , Invention hava had' an Im- 
portant share In developing prosperity, 
especially. In Kurope. As a result of pro- 
longed satisfactory conditions, there' is 
a buoyancy, in. tlis United States which, 
Lf not restrained, might easily lead to 
excessive speculation and the Inaugura- 
tion of many questionable enterprises. 


BANKING 
COMMUNITY. 


Upon the banking community, there- 


fore, falli the chief obligation of restrain- 
ing 
suoh 
unwholesome 'development s. 


Many of. our bankers are fully alive to 
the necessity of putting on. the brakes, 
and much has Seen .done in this direc- 
tion which will avert calamity. Some sort 
of readjustment, however, Is Inevitable 
to the stock market, and this means that 
values are liable to. have occasional set- 
backs unless the pressure In the money 
situation Is relieved. ..Just how this wUl 
be accomplished it Is impossible to pre- 
dict, but frequent breaks are quite-likely 
to occur within the next few weeks, fol- 
lowed by. sharp recoveries because of the 
confidence begotten through general sat- 
isfactory condition of .business. There l£ 
no reason whatever for loss of confidence. 
It "Is evident that we are going to have 
a, good business year regardless of tem- 
porary stock market fluctuations. 
The 


iron', coal and coke Industries are each 
taxed to their utmost capacity and prices 
are more likely to rise than fall, 
Cot- 


too manufacturers are restoring wages 
to the former level, and the farming 
classes are enjoying unusual prosperity, 
the value of the wheat, corn, oats and 
cotton crops this year being estimated 
at $3,000,000,000, or several hundred mil- 
lions In excess of any other year. As 
already said, the business situation is ex- 
cellent; but the banks will Wave.profitable 
employment for their funds outside of 
Wall Street, and stock speculation, will 
have to wait for at least a'p'artial return 
of money from 
the interior 
and 
the 


strengthening of reserves. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


A.feature of some interest is the con- 


dition of bur foreign trade. In the case 'of 
exports it was the heaviest September 
on record, the total being 1136,600,000, 
which is $2,000,000 in excess of last year. 
October will also be a month, of heavy 
exports. Our large exports, however, are 
being offset by the rapid growth, of Im- 
ports, the total of that item standing at 
$102,000,000 in September, 
The 
result 


was an excess of exports for the month 
of over $33,000,000 this year, against $50,- 
000,000 a year ago." This tendency to- 
ward a diminished trade, balance Is 'any- 
thing but favorable for gold imports., Tn. 
fact, if it continues we are more likely 
to export than import gold. The inter- 
national money "markets, therefore, will 
bear close watching. London has special 
needs of its own,.. JSgypt having drawn 
heavily upon London resources; and Paris 
at the moment appears to have the larg- 
est available supply of funds. 
In Ger- 


many a similar state of affairs exists to 
those in the United States, and over- 
speculation is causing more or less finan- 
cial strain.

THEIR EYESIGHT-AND HEARING 


BEING. TESTED BY 
. 


PHYSICIANS. 


Employes of the Southern Pacific Kail- 


road are all being examined as to their 
eyesight and hearing, as was recently 
ordered from headquarters. 
The com- 


pany physicians and surgeons, under the 
direction of Chief Surgeon Ainsworth, are 
making a tour of the "Western division in 
a special ear, fitted for the purpose, and 
they stop at all the stations on the road. 
- Few, if any, of the employes have..been 
disqualified becuuse o£ poor, hearing or 
eyesight, but In several .instances they 
have been required to purchase special 
spectacles. Those whose eyesight la de- 
fective must have 'four pairs of spec- 
tacles. They must have a pair for near- 
sight and another for farsight and eaoh 
of these pairs must be duplicated/ for 
such cases of emergency as breakage or 
accident. It has been found in the ex- 
aminations that the hearing of the em- 
ployes is. in most cases, eood. 


The special car in which the physi- 


cians are traveling is fitted to resemble 
the store of an optician.. The employes 
are first tested as to their color and sight 
and are made to give the colors of varied 
colored yarns. Then they are made to 
read through goggles of varied lenses 
and. to distinguish the colors of different 


j electric lights exhibited, which are. siml-- 
lar to the light signals .of the railroad. 
Alter that their -hearing .is tested by 
watches and other instruments. 


All engineers, 
firemen, 
conductors, 


brakemen, switchmen and other train- 
men are required to undergo the exam- 
inations and! those who do not meet the 
requirements will be dropped - from the 
payroll.

Chief Surgeon Ainsworth has had a 


new hospital oar built at the .West Oak- 
land yards. It has all_the equipments of

Today the boys' trial 
for murder was basun before Judge Wells 
end' a Jury at Martinez, and! before ad- 
journment the prosecution bad! rested its 
case. 
Mother and son sat side by side In the 
court room, and . d'urlng the great part 
of the. day the arm of Mrs.Fahey was lov- 
ingly .rested' on. the shoulder'of her boy, 
while time, and again she "wept as ths 
tragic details cf tho shooting were- re- 
called by witnesses.

According to the story which has been 
told by Mrs. Fahey-and her "son, Wilder 
went to San-Franilscoi and there met Mrs. 
Fahey. She accepted Wilder*s proposal of 
marriage, and, further agreed- to go to 
Jersey Landing, Contra Costa, .county. 
The trio started for Stockton in wagons, 
by .way of Antioeh and Byron. 
When 
near Byron, it is alleged- that Wilder pro- 
posed a postponement of the contemplated 
wedding, and insulted1 Mrs. Fahey. Her 
son demonstrated; whereupon Wilder at- 
tacked him, and', in claimed self-defense, 
the boy shot him. ., 
" The witnesses for the prosecution today 
are William Creight and John Arm-" 
strong, who heard the- shots fired- and 
saw Wild'er running, from -Fahey; and

She asked Aldred how much. it would 
cost to cremate the body, and on being 
told the terms, said they were satisfac- 
tory. 


"Now, I'd like to see a coffin,", she 8&1A

was agreed that a pme board coffin wlai 
no embellishments would" be used. 
"I'm going away tomorrow," said Miss 
Scott, "and you'll probably hear from 
me on Saturday. 
Now, don't forget I 
want the body cremated, and I'll see that 
you get the money."
